Marcus Daly's Great Colt Montana Deats
the Uaatern Cracks,

t prcisl tp the India spoils JonrnaL
Siiekisiiead Bay, June IS. The great

race event, the suburban handicap, for one
of the largest stakes of the year, was run
to-da- y over tho Sheepshead Bay track,
distance one mile and a quarter. The
weather conditions were not at all favora-
ble, but, notwithstanding the recent rains,
the track was , remarkably dry, owing,
probably, to the intensely dry weather
of the several preceding days, which
left the ground in such a condition as to
rapidly absorb tho moisture. v Many of the
race-trac- k frequenters predicted that the
record would be tied, if not broken, and in
this, as it subsequently transpired, they
were not far off, Montana, the winner, go-

ing the distance within a second of tho great
Salvator'a timo : when that famous horse
covered tho distance iu 2:00 45.

The event was hotly contested by the
three loaders, and they finished cIosm to
each othor, Montana the winner, speeding
under the wire only a head in the lead of
Major Domo, the second horse, while tho
latter was but a short length in front of
Lamplighter. The weather was anything
but pleasant, the sky being overcast and
threatening from early dawn, yet this did
not deter the crowd, and and from early in
the morning, without a break, uutil the
appointed time for the first race, they
poured in through the gates in one dense
macs. They came from all points, in
squads, ranging anywhere from 100 to 1,000
at a batch, und continued coming even
until within a fow minutes of the tune for
sturting the great event. , Inside the
grounds thero was one immense sea of
fares, a surging mass of humanity that
filled every nook and corner.

Tin: fair si:x was there.
The enormous double-decke- d grand-

stand, reaching from the last furlong pole
to a distance well beyond the judges'
tower, was jammed. Here thousands of tho
fair box, dressed in magnificent racing
toilets for the occasion, many ordered
especially from Worth. 1'aris, were eeated,
apparently no leas' anxious than their male
escorts to witness the great race. They
lent a charm to the scene and presented
a picture such as is only seen on the oc-
casion of some similar event. To the casual
looker-o- n it would appear that some great
city had emptied its population into the
inclosure surrounding the track. A Thanksgi-
ving-day ioot-ba- ll 4amo crowd could not
begin to compare with it. It would be like
comparing the living with the dead. There is
not the same action and liberty to talk to
anybody you happen to bo rubbing against
and to swear at any time and anything, if
you are a loser.

When the time for starting the great race
approached the weather, which never
ceased to threaten, was even more threat-
ening. A strong breeze blew directly
across tho track, with a slight mist, which
made everything damp to the touch, and
the clouds thieatenud to pour down - their
contents aud spoil the carefully raked and
harrowed track. Tho-rai- n held off, how-
ever, much to the relief of the multitude
It is estimated that fully thirty thousand
pnoplo were present 'at the time of the
starting of the big event. It was exactly
4:20 P. i. when the horses were sent to the
post. The race in detail is as follows:

There was one short break of about
thirty yards, Raceland, Pcssara and Rus-
sell failing to join the leaders.
They broks .again as far as the
timer's hag. The ' jockeys wore
very anxious, despite starter Rowe's
protests that he would give them all a fair
chance. They made two more breaks. At
the next attempt, the fifth, they got the
tiag. with Major Domo leading, in the
tirat furlong Russell ran np to Major's heels;
thedthors were doing poorly, Locohatchee
was absolutely last.. Domo was a length
in front of Russell making the turu into the
baok stretch. Both horses were under a
pull. There was no change in the relative
positions of the leaders.

Halt way down the back stretch Mon-
tana aud Locohatchee appeared to be hope-
lessly out of it. They were fully twenty
lengths behind Major Domo and Russell.
Getting an opening on the inner rail, Mon-
tana shot up into the bunch. His backers
shouted: "There goes Montana; look at
him' An instant later, however, they
M'ere completely knocked out. Major Domo
opened a gap of five lengths on the upper
turn and his backers shouted wildly. And
Mujor Domo was a wild horse. But behold!

MONTANA MOVES UP.
Garrison breaks from the bunch, fol-

lowed by Lamplighter, and makes play
for tho llyiug Major. Lamley glances
over his shoulder, becomes alarmed
and begins to urge the Major a trillo. Ex-
perienced turfmen know that Major Domo
had shot, his bolt. Now they are well into
the horne-strctc- h, and Montana, with Lamp-
lighter at his side, is rapidly catching the
fast-tirin- g Major. They are now at the last
eighth pole. Only a furlong from the finish,
and Garrison's friends are beginning to
shout wild and encouraging words to the
only "Snapper." Alas, they know Domo's
chances are gone. A dozen more strides
and Montana is neck and neck with tho
leader. Two more leaps aud bis nose is in
front. He gains at every bound. Now they
shoot under the wire, and it is Montana's
race by a head. Garrison wus only driving
while Lnmley and Bergen were whipping.
Montana Hashed by the judges' stand a
heaa in frout ot Major Domo.

Washington', June IS. Mr. Chauncey

M. Depow has been in Washington all day,
has lunched with the President and dined
with Secretary Elkins, but the only thing
that can be said to-nig-ht with definiteness
with regard to his mission is that he has
been offered the portfolio of the State De-

partment. Whether he will ac-

cept it or not is a matter of con
jeeture to all but peruana a few of
his own intimates. When the premiership
of the Cabinet was tendered to him, he, of
course, thanked President Harrison for the
honor which it was desired to confer npon
him, aud he asked that he should be al-

lowed a short time in which to finally
make up his mind whether to accept or re-

ject the proffered appointment. The Presi-
dent granted this request, and
it is thought probable that Mr
Depew may give him a definite
answer between now and to-morr- ow night,
when it is the intention to return to New
York. From what can be gathered here it
is deemed quite likely that he may con-

clude to accept.
Seuator Hisoock, however, takes the

other view. In conversation, this evening,
with your correspondent, Mr. Hiscock,
with whom Mr. Depew breakfasted
and spent the greater part of the.
forenoon, said: "T have not seen
Mr. Depew since his visit to the White
House and, of course, am not able to say
what he .will do if the oflice has been ten-der- ea

him. I should say, however, that hi s
business interests are too great for him to
throw up for an eight months' appointment
in the Cabinet,"

Mr. Depew himself has been seen and in
terviewed by several others besides your
correspondent, and while be has treated
every inquirer with the utmost courtesy
and geniality, he has positively refnsed to
say what occurred during his conference
with the President whether the position
has been offered to him or whether he would
accept it if it should be olfered. On any
other subject Mr. Depow was ready and
willing to talk with freedom. To your cor-
respondent be said:

"I cannot discuss what occurred between
myself and the President. I will say that
I had a very pleasant and entirely satisfac-
tory talk with him."

"Did yon tell him that yon would accept
the position of Secretary of State!"

"1 am not at liberty to answer that ques-
tion." said Mr. Depew.

"Do you expect to see him again before
you leave the cityf"

'I do not," he said.
In answer to fnrther inquiries Mr. Depew

said he and the President had talked over
the fight at Minneapolis as a matter of
history. History is always an interesting
eubjeot, said he, especially when
it is inside history. There were
some men who had done excellent
work at Minneapolis and had not
received doe credit for it in the newspa-
pers, and Mr. Depew took care that .the
President was fully informed with relation
to these men. Among others he mentioned
were Michener. of Indiana, "Long"
Jones. of Chicago. and Thomas
H. Carter, of Montana, all of
whom rendered valuable services. After
luncheon with the President, Mr. Depew
went for a drive with Secretary Elkins,
and later dined with him at the Arlington
Hotel. Mr. Depew will not leave Washing-
ton until to-morro- w night.

The House Will Kest a Few Days.
Washington, Jnne 18. The House hav-

ing disposed of all the appropriation bills,
except the general deficiency bill, decided
that when it adjourned to-da- y it be to meet
ou Wednesday. The Senate joint resolu-
tion authorizing the President to issue a
proclamation recommending the observ-
ance of the four hundredth anniversary of
the discovery of America was passed.

The House spent the remainder of the
session in committee of the whole on the
tin-plat- e bill, Mr. Bowers, of California,
making a general tariff speech in com-
mendation and defense of the McKinley
act After further debato the House ad-
journed until Wednesday.

Chicago, June IS. Emmons Blaine, son

of ex-Secreta- ry Blaine, died to-da- y at 11:15
a, m. Blood-poisonin- g, the result of in-

flammation of the bowels, was the cause.
The fact of young Mr. Blaine's death was
kept concealed for aome time after he had
actually passed away, the object being to
reach the father lira: with some gentler
intimation of the sad news. Efforts to
get telegraphic communication with the
ex-Secreta- ry failed, however, and. about
12:15, the news of the death leaked oat.

It was not until about a quarter of an
liour prior to tho fatal moment that the
least intimation that Mr. Blaine was in a
dangerous condition became known, and
then only to a few. At his oflice in the
"Baltimore & Ohio railroad headquarters,
an this city, his associates were only aware
that he was ill and had been so for several
days. Tho death scene took place in
the great brown-ston- e mansion of the Me-Corm- ick

familv on Rush street. The wife,
Mrs. Emmons Blaine, and the couple's two
year-ol-d eon, McCormiclt Blaine, were the
only persons present besides Mrs. Cyrus
McCormick, young Mrs. Blame's mother.
Xeatb came so swiftly, when it did come,
that there was no time to summon the
other members of the McCormick family.
Mr. and Mrs. W(i. McCormick, who were
in the nouns at the time. Ineffectual ef-
forts wero made continually throughout
tho nUht and to-da- y to reach Mr. James
G. Blaine und Mrs. Bliine by telegraph to
convey the intelligence of their son's pre-
carious condition. The family left Au- -

seat, but it was nnpossiblo
to effect the delivery of a telegram either
to Mr. Blaine or any one who could trans-
mit the mesaigo to him.

formation to some memberof Mr. Blaine's
family or to Mr. Cyrus McCormick. vrho
vent to New York some days ago, but up
1o this afternoon tho etlorts have availed

othinr. Tho first continuation of tho fact
of death was giveu by the attending phy-
sicians, ir. Billings and Dr. Alpoert. '1 he
statement was simply: "Mr. Emmons
Blaine died, at 11:15 o'clock, of septicemia
(blood poisoning), due to disease of the
bowels."
. During the entire week of the Minneap-
olis convention, it is said, Emmons Blaine
hardly gave himself a single thought. He
scarcely slept an Lour, und ho wus under
intense nervous strain. Last Saturday he
returned to Chicago, greatly exhausted
nnd somewhat indisposed. He attributed
his slight gastric and intestinal derange-
ment to overwork, and laughed at the anx-
iety ot bis friends. On Monday he felt
much better, and left his residence for a
short time, though he was fur from well.
On Tuesday he felt rather worse, and re-

mained indoors the greater part of the day,
though not taking his bed. On Wednes-
day, however, his trouble began to annoy
him considerably, and that Bight
he retired unmistakably ill. Dr. Bill-
ings and Dr. Alpoert diagnosed the erf se. and
at onco discovered the gravity of hiamnl-ad- j.

Intus-m-ccptio- ol tho intestines had
already developed and the case was deemed
all but critical. The best methods of pro-
cedure wore resorted to and it was be-

lieved th.it Mr. Blaine's exceptionally vig-
orous condition would enable him to bailie
the datiiierou ailment. No alarming dis-
turbance made itself evident ou Thursday
and the family entertained do apprehen-
sion, in fact only Mrs. Blaine knew the ex-c- c;

Friday
nonu, however, there was a sudden eleva-
tion of temperature, and the physicians
knew that tneir eitortn had not availed to
avert tho dreaded outconm.

It is said young Mr. Blaine took the result
of his Inther's defe.it greatly to heart.
During the convention he eeemed in per-
fect health, and no one who beard of his
sudden pasting away was more shocked
than those who saw him participating in
caucuses early and late, ninht and day, in
his father's interest, it Is thought possible
by many that the strain and excitement at
Minneapolis, followed by the disappoint-
ment of thr. outcome, had not a little to do
with the physical prostration ensuing.

Eiauiona lilaine,vex the time of his death,
was vice-preside- nt of the B. fc O. railroad,
end had. until quite iecently, resided in
Baltimore, coming to Chicago to take
charge of the Western interests of the com-
pany. His wedding in Now York State to
Miss Anit McCormick, daughter of the
great reaper manufacturer, was a social
event of the lirst magnitude. They havo
had only one child, th infant that was ut
the bedside wceti the father died. Before
being connected with the B. A O.. he
served in less coiibpieuous places than tho
vice-presidenc- y.

Nothing more was said ex-
cept that Baron Stumm seems to have sug-
gested that Prince Bismarck take the in-
itiative in seeking to a rap-
prochement by making some form of apology
to his Majesty. "On this poiut," adds tho
paper. "Prince Bismarck cannot give in,
even if the admission led to his reinstate-
ment in otfice. It is the Prince's enemies
who ought to ask pardon before the Em-
peror and the country. The internal his-
tory of tbe events which led to Prince Bis-
marck's retirement from the chancellor-
ship cannot be revealed now, but all pre-
cautions have been taken to prevent the
future passing an incorrect judgment."

Paderewskt lis rely Escapes All re from a Mob
or Infatuated English Women.

London, June 18. A remarkable occur-
rence took place at St. J ames Hall on Tues-
day last, on the occasion of Paderewski's
only recital in London during tho present
season. At the closo of the programme
Paderewski turned to the audience five
times and bowed his thanks to his enthu-
siastic admirers. The applause continued,
and finally Paderewski's manager an-
nounced that the pianist was too fatigued
to play again. This failed to appease those
present, and repeated calls were msde for
Paderewski, who had withdrawn, lie re-

appeared, wnerenpon the well-dresse- d mob
invaded the platform, begging him to play
again. Reaching his seat with difficulty
Paderewski perlormod Chopin's "Barca-
rolle," and then, at the request of a young
woman, who was leaningover hisshoulder,
he played one ot Chopin's valses. The
cheering broke out again, and there was a
struggle to secure a handshake from tho
artist. Infatuated, delirious womeu
plucked the flowers from their dresses and
handed them to Paderewski over the heads
of those nearer to him. Finally he escaped
to the artist's room in an exhausted condi-
tion. The recital netted over 1.000. Hun-
dreds of persons who besieged the tickct-obic- e

were turned away.

I'alacio's Temporary 9neeesor.
New York, J une 17. The Herald corre-

spondent at Caracas, Venezuela, cables as
follows: "After Palacio's resignatiou bis
Ministers chose as his temporary successor
Vice-preside- nt Villejos.
